FALLACIOUS ARGLiMENT ON TARIFF ¡, understo o d that Secretary o f the Treasury Mel­ 
lo n is in hearty acco rd with this pro po sal. 


A WTiter in the New Republic o f January 3 0th 


under the title, "Can the Tariff Help the Farmer? ’’, 


makes what he no do ubt believ es is an Impregnable 


case against the argument that the tariff is o f as­ 
sistance to the farmer eco no mically . 
He co nsiders 


the six chief farm pro ducts o f the co untry , namely 


wheat, co m, ho gs, co tto n, rice and to bacco . 
He takes each o f these cro ps and sho ws by the 


relativ ely small amo unt o f impo rts and the large 
amo unt o f ex po rts that really the tariff has but 


little v alue, o r wo uld hav e but little v alue o n this 


cro p. 
Fo r ex ample, we Impo rt o nly 6 .4 per cent o f 
the amo unt o f wheat w'hich we ex po rt. 
In o ther 
wo rds, we raise 8 3 1.000,000,000 bushels hav ing a 


farm v alue o f little less than a billio n do llars. We 
impo rt 
13 .2 5 0,000 bushels wrth 
a 
v aluatio n 
o f 


$16 ,000,000. 
Our ex po rt o n the o ther hand was 
2 06 ,000.000.000 bushels. 
He suggests that a pro ­ 


hibitiv e tariff which wo uld maintain o ur o wn mar­ 
kets fo r o ur o wn wheat pro ducts wo uld necessarily 


hav e but little v alue in the small amo unt o f wheat 


we impo rt. 
This, we believ e, is false reaso ning. 
It is no t 


necessarily the amo unt o f any pro duct which is im­ 


po rted which indicates what wo uld happen cither if 


the tariff were remo v ed o r a higher tariff placed 


upo n it. 
The amo unt o f the pro tected article which 


is bro ught into the co unty do cs no t necessarily de­ 


termine the price o f the article. 
But it is the tariff 
which makes the differential between the amo unt that 


is bro ught in and the amo unt which wo uld be bro ught 


under o ther circumstances. 
The 
amo unt 
o f 


wheat impo rted no w is impo rted in spite o f a tariff, 


o f 4 2 cents per bushel, because the miller needs a 


higher quality wheat to mix with do mestic wheat 


to make a certain brand o f flo ur. 
But if this 


tariff were decreased v ery serio usly a large amo unt 


o f wheat wo uld undo ubtedly be impo rted in spite 


o f o ur o wn pro ductio n, fo r it can be pro duced 


mo re cheaply at o ther po ints than in the United 
Stales. 
This wo uld instantly make it unpro fitable 


fo r the farmer in certain sectio ns o f the United 


States to raise wheat at all fo r thcit are places 
no w where the margin o f pro fit Is small; 
while 
there arc o ther sectio ns in which it is unpro fitable 
to raise it. 
The mo ment the tariff was decreased, large sec­ 
tio ns no w raising wheat pro fitably co uld no t pro ­ 
duce. 
Small percentage o f impo rts canno t be used 
as a determining facto r o n the price o f wheat. 
It is the great bulk that might co me in were the 
wall a little lo wer. 
The same is true o f the co rn cro p, and po rk, 
and co tto n. 
In spite o f o ur tremendo us pro duc­ 
tio n o f co rn we impio rted 1,100,000 bushels. 
To 
be sure, this is no t a large amo unt o f co rn in the 
light o f o ur to tal 
pro ductio n 
o f 
2 ,7 5 0.000,000. 
The argument that a pro tectiv e tariff wo uld o nly 
keep o ut this small fiv e per cent is beside the po int, 
fo r a pro hibitiv e tariff wo uld permit the farmers to 
increase the price o f their co rn to such a po int as 
wo uld be just slightly belo w the price at which the 
fo reign pro ducer 
co uld 
pay 
the 
co st 
plus the 
tariff. 
In o ther wo rds, it wo uld certainly raise 
the price o f co rn. 
We are no t citing this o r arguing o n behalf o f 
increasing the tariff o n the farm pro ducts.^ We are 
simply bringing o ut the argument as ev idence o f 
what we believ e to be the fact that an increased 
tariff is bo und to help tho se 
who 
pro duce 
the 
article which is pro tected. 
The writer is co rrect when he insists that a pro ­ 
tectiv e tariff will no t help 
us 
abso rb 
a 
larger 
amo unt o f the pro duct, particularly when we impo rt 
but v ery little. 
But it will raise the price o f the 
entire pro duct. 
The tariff o n farm pro ducts is no t 
designed to Increase the lo cal market o r ho me co n­ 
sumptio n. but to insure a higher price against co m­ 
puting pro ducts fro m sectio ns where they can he 
mo re eco no mically raised. 


We hav e po inted o ut fro m time to time the ne­ 


cessity fo r this actio n pro v iding there was any 
sincere effo rt o n the part o f the administratio n to 
enfo rce the Co nstitutio n and the Vo lstead Act. We 


believ e that it was a mistake in the beginning to 


hav e placed the law enfo rcement machinery in the 


hands o f the Treasury Department. 
It ev idences 
o n the v ery face o f it that the o bject o f the pen­ 
alty in respect to fines was the raising o f rev enue 
and no t the enfo rcement o f the law. 
Secretary Mello n, bo und by bis training and bis 
Inclinatio n, has co nstantly lo o ked upo n the who le 
pro cedure fro m the standpo int o f ex pense and in­ 
co me. 
The v iew that the department sho uld, in 
the interest o f the public weal, enfo rce the law 
regardless o f the amo unt o f fines o r the ex pense 
o f the o peratio n, is entirely bey o nd Mr. Mello n’s 
co mprehensio n. 
He has nev er been serio usly dis­ 
turbed either by the licensed liquo r traffic’ o r by 
the illegal aspects o f the traffic since pro hibitio n 
went into effect. 
If he had been be co uld no t h m t 
been co ntented at any time to hav e had any in­ 
v estment in into x icating liquo r pro ductio n. 
We believ e o ne o f the mo st unfo rtunate circum­ 
stances in the who le histo ry o f the co ntest to 
banish the trafficking In alco ho l has been the plac­ 
ing o f the enfo rcement o f the peo ple’s will in the 
hands o f o ne who was no t in sy mpathy fro m the 
beginning to the end o f all o f the campaign fo r the 
dev elo pment o f public sentiment o n behalf o f the 
law itself. 
Mr. Ho o v er desires to retain Mr. Mello n in the 
Treasury Department. 
He and Mr. Mello n v ery 
ev idently reco gnize that this canno t be do ne co n­ 
sistently with the character o f campaign that was 
co nducted, and with the suppo rt that Mr. Ho o v er 
receiv ed fro m the millio ns o f dry s In the co untry . 
The alternativ e is to place this enfo rcement bureau 
in the hands o f the Department o f Justice where 
It sho uld hav e been o riginally , and where it canl 
receiv e the attentio n o f men who are trained alo ng 
the lines o f the v alue and necessity o f law, its o b­ 
serv ance, and its enfo rcement. 
Under the circumstances o f making this change, 
Mr. Ho o v er wo uld hav e the fine o ppo rtunity o f 
placing at the head o f the department a man who se 
ability , preparatio n, and inclinatio n will insure a 
far greater degree o f success in this department 
than we hav e hereto fo re had.

We feel so picnis and self-satisfied when we dro p 
a dime o r a quarter in the church plate o r sub­ 
scribe o ur amo unt to the Co mmunity Chest, but in 
the light o f o ur ability , especially as a natio n, hav e 
we a right to feel so co mplacent? 


Plu ck in g on e tin y molecu le from a cu bic in ch of 
n early a half-million qu in tillion .s of them is said 
to hav e become an accomplished fact. 
W’hen on e 
thin k s of 442,000,000,000,000,000,000 molecu les clin g­ 
in g affection ately to on e an other in an In closu re 
abou t the size of a hen ’s egg, on e can readily con ­ 
ceiv e of a few difficu lties in the way of separatin g 
Ju st on e little u n it from its 441,999,999,999,099,- 
999.999 relativ es. 
Bu t Dr. Frederick G. Key es of the Massachu setts 
In stitu te of Techn ology has an n ou n ced perfection 
of a mean .s to observ e an d measu re for the first 
time the activ ities of a sin gle molecu le of gas. 
To 
the lay man this wou ld seem to be a task bey on d 
all peradv en tu re of su cce.s.s. 
How In stru men ts an d 
processes can be dev ised to separate a thin g lik e 
what may be better u n derstood as a drop of gas 
in to thou san ds of smaller parts an d then to seize 
on e forcibly by the scru ff of the n eck an d deposit 
It k ick in g an d scu fflin g away from it* brethren 
seems past all con ception . 
Dr. Key es may be said to hav e tamed the mole­ 
cu le. 
Hitherto it has been for all observ ation al 
pu rposes, a part of a disorderly mob of mole­ 
cu les. 
An d n ow Dr. Key es masses them in great 
armies, redu ces them to brigades, troops an d com­ 
pan ies by marchin g them in v ary in g order throu gh 
su ccessiv e diaphragms an d fin ally shoots them ou t 
in sin gle file in to a chamber where the in v estigator 
ha* ample opportu n ity to observ e an d measu re spe­ 
cific effects of each u n it in this v eritable parade 
of the molecu les. 


HUMBLE HEROISM 
Ou t in Kan sas the middle-aged father of n in e children Is 
begin n in g again . 
Last Nov ember he was stru ck ov er the head an d robbed. The 
blow destroy ed his memory an d wiped ou t the ex perien ces of a 
lifetime. 
He cou ld n ot ev en write his own n ame or add six an d 
ten . 
With the help of his wife an d children he began the laboriou s 
u phill climb of relearn in g the k n owledge he had lost. 
He learn ed to read an d to write an d to do su ms an d to master 
the fu n damen tals of a high school stu den t. 
N’ow he is begin n in g again where he started twen ty y ears ago. 
He is try in g to decide what bu sin ess to en ter. 
Up in the farmin g lan ds of Min n esota n ear Fergu s Falls liv es 
a blin d man sev en ty -n in e y ears old. 
He had lost his eight ov er forty y ears before. Ev er sin ce he 
has been “carry in g on ,” operatin g his farm u n der the tremen dou s 
han dicap of sightlessn ess. 
He helped fell trees, gru b stu mps, pitch bu n dles, hoe pota­ 
toes an d do the other n ecessary task s of the farm, all with u n ­ 
complain in g, in domitable resolu tion . 
All u p an d down this broad lan d there are su ch men —men 
who are “begin n in g again ” when they hav e been k n ock ed down , 
battered an d apparen tly thrown In to discard, men who are “carry ­ 
in g on ” when the road seems impossible an d the han dicaps ov er­ 
whelmin g. 
Those who hav e failed in an hon est attempt in bu sin ess, an d 
start all ov er again , those who see ill health shu ttin g the door 
to lon ged-for happin ess an d k eep cou rageou s an d cheerfu l, those 
who see the lightn in g of disaster shatter the plan s of a lifetime 
an d stoop an d salv age what they can —these are the tempered 
hearts that hold the world steady . 
Often y ou hear little abou t them. 
Lik e the u n seen fou n dation u pon which the Woolworth Bu ild­ 
in g stan ds, the elemen t of heroism in hu mble, u n assu min g, ev ery ­ 
day folk 1« the solid bedrock u pon which hu man ity rests. 
There are some people who are con stan tly pessimistic. 
They 
con template hu man ity with a sn eer. 
They apparen tly thin k all 
wou ld-be good people are hy pocrites an d all wou ld-be promin en t 
people are fak ers. They are fon d of say in g that "realism” is the 
disclosin g of the disgracefu l an d u n worthy facts at the bottom 
of all preten se. 
There are others who look at hu man ity with con stan t admira­ 
tion . Their won der is n ot that people are as bad as they are, bu t 
that they are as good as they are. 
They k eep con stan tly seein g 
the ou tcroppin g of div in ity .

We hav e to be a little toleran t 
of children when they show off.

They 
hav e n o idea that these won ders 
they hav e fou n d are an old, lon g 
forgotten ex perien ce to y ou . 
They 
ex pect y ou to thrill with them, to 
lau gh an d en joy with them. Then , 
too, they crav e an au dien ce. It is 
n ot eu ou gh that they fin d them­ 
selv es won derfu l, they wan t the 
world to k n ow all abou t it. 
So 
they show off. 
It is v ery an n oy in g to hav e the 
children , u su ally so good an d so 
obedien t, become a pair of wild 
children u pon the en tran ce of a 
v isitor.

v isitor the wilder their an tics be­ 
come. 
An d the more shock ed an d 
trou bled the mother is, the worse 
the children behav e.

I k n ow n o way ou t of the dilem­ 
ma sav e by permittin g the chil­ 
dren to see on ly su ch v isitors as 
u n derstan d the way s of little chil­ 
dren . 
If that is n ot possible then 
prov ide for su ch an occasion by 
su pply in g the children with special 
toy s for compan y limes. Their a t­ 
ten tion will hav e to be stron gly 
tak en by some attraction other than 
the opportu n ity to show off to the 
stran gers. 
Keep a set of bu ildin g block s for 
this hou r. They are n ot to be u sed 
at an y other time. 
Place them in 
some corn er ou t of the lin e of v is­ 
ion —off cen ter, so that the game 
may hav e a chan ce to tak e hold. 
Tell the children they may hav e 
these preciou s thin gs to play with 
this time an d that v ery soon y ou 
will call them an d let them come 
In to the room to help. 
They are to hav e some part n ow 
in en tertain in g the gu ests. 
They 
can han d a plate, a n apk in , a tu mb­ 
ler. Perhaps they can carry a fu ll 
cu p? 
May be pou r tea, they can 
carry away empty plates an d tak e 
ou t the cru mbs for the cat or for 
the birds. They can be in the lime­ 
light showin g off, learn in g to be­ 
hav e in compan y , withou t pain to 
theft- mother or her gu ests. 
Bu t they mu st hav e a 
little 
practice ahead of time with the 
serv in g. Play in g compan y is a good 
aftern oon game these win ter day s. 
Compan y man n ers can be pu t on 


an d off again so that there will be 
n o stran gen ess abou t them when 
the time comes for display . 
There is this too, to remember. 
The more children are repressed in 
the bosom of the family , the lou der 
they will he when the compan y 
comes. 
If they are forced to be 
“good,” too mu ch of the time (good 
mean in g still,’) they will su rely riot 
at the first open in g. Prov ide again st 
that by permittin g them to play 
stren u ou sly , lou dly , in play hou r in 
the play place. So they will learn 
the fitn ess of thin gs an d tak e on 
added grace when the compan y 
comes.
